Washington, April 11.—The federal 
reserve bank organization committee 
issued 
a 
statement 
defending 
its 
choice of reserve bank cities and defi­ 
nition of reserve districts. 
It was the 
first official answer made to criticisms 
voiced in congress and heard from 
cities which sought reserve banks but 
failed to get them. 
For the first time 
some of the data used by the commit­ 
tee in reaching its conclusions were 
made public. 
Discussing the reasons which led to 
the establishment of a regional bank 
In Kansas City, the satement said: 
“ Careful consideration was given to 
the claims of Omaha, Lincoln, Denver 
and Kansas City. 
Denver asked for a 
district which included Idaho, Mon­ 
tana. Utah, Wyoming, Colorado, New 
Mexico and Texas, Kansas and Ne­ 
braska west of the one hundredth 
meridian and the Deadwood portion of 
South Dakota. 
The district gave ap­ 
proximately the minimum capital pro­ 
vided by law. 


Little Business W ith Denver. 
“ Of the territory included in this 
district Montana unanimously request­ 
ed to be connected with Minneapolis 
or Chicago, saying hat it had little or 
no trade relations with Denver. 
Idaho 
desired to go to Portland or San Fran­ 
cisco; Arizona preferred Ran Francis­ 
co and the greater part of New Mexico 
asked for Kansas City. 
“ Western Texas, Kansas and Ne- I 
braska unanimously protested against j 
going to Denver. 
Kansas desired Kan­ 
sas City; Nebraska preferred Omaha 
or Lincoln and Texas wanted either a 
Texas city or Kansas City or St. Louis. 
“ It seemed impossible to servo the 
great section from Kansas City to the 
mountain in any other way than by 
creating a district with Kansas City 
as the headquarters or to provide for 
the northwestern section except by 
creating a district with Minneapolis as 
headquarters. 
“ it will, of course, be recognized by 
those who are informed that of the 
four cities Kansas City is the most 
dominant banking and business cen­ 
ter. 
Errors as to Reserve Banks. 
"Critics of the decision of the com­ 
mittee reveal misunderstanding, and 
either do not know- or appear not to 
know that the federal reserve banks 
are bankers' banks and not ordinary 
commercial banks; that they are to 
hold the reserve and to clear the 
checks of member banks, make redis­ 
counts for them, and engage in certain 
open market operations. 
“ As a matter of fact, the ordinary 
every-day 
banking 
relations of the 
community, of business men and of 
banks will not be greatly modified or 
altered." 
Meantime attacks on the minor se­ 
lections continued.
